Special City Council. 


There was a special meeting of tbe 


city council on, Saturday evening last 
at the call of Mayor Cottrell' for the 
purpose of making an appropriation for 
tbe relief of the San Francisco sufler- 
era. Tbe meeting was a very quiet and 
harmonious one, all the members be- 
ing agreed as to the necessity for the 
appropriation. Tbe amount was$2,000, 
made possible by tbe special act of the 
Legislature to permit cities to take such 
action. 


Tl:e meeting was called to order and 


tbe call of the mayor was read. 
The 


following resolution was introduced 
and was unanimously passed by both 
branches: 


Resolved, That the sum of $2,000 be 


and the same Is hereby appropriated 
for the relief of the homeless and desti- 
tute people of San Fraucisco, aud the 
mayor be and is hereby authorized aud 
empowered to receipt to the city treas- 
urer for the same and forward the 
money to the mayor of San Francisco; 
the amount hereby appropriated to be 
charged by the city treasurer to the ap- 
propriation for incidentals.

Jtrtttlery jtrmory Damaged. 


Fire Destroys a Laife Sccii** «f lit U**«r 


Hirt *f ibe Bslldiif, bit OM Relics are 
Savef-Scrersl lajart* by railiij Slat*. 
The armory of the Newport Artillery 


Company on Clarke street was badly 
damaged by fire Friday morning, aud 
nothing but tbe well laid slate roof 
prevented a much more exteusive loss. 
Tbe buildiug was Insured for a suffi- 
ctent amount to covir the damage, but 
tbe loss ou uniforms, equipment, etc., 
will fall ou the company. Fortunately 
the many relics which are In the ar- 
mory were brought out in safety. 


It wa* about 8 o'clock Friday morn- 


lug that smoke was discovered pour- 
lug out of tbe building. An alarm 
waa ruug from Box 34 at Franklin'* 
Bakery and tbe department responded 
to find tbe long buildiug full of smoke. 
The first arrival* tried to break In Ibe 
front doors but I hey resisted power- 
fully. When an entrance was secured 
U was at first difficult to locate the fire 
owing to tbe quantitle* of smoke, but 
tbe worst of It wa* finally found at th* 
west end of the building, up between 
tbe celling aud the roof, In a very bad 
place to gtt at. It meant a long hard 
fight for the firemen, in the midst of a 
suflocating smoke. The slate roof de- 
layed tbe men some iu getting at the 
fire but on tbe other hand it was of in- 
estimable value in keeplug itcouflued 
to tbe one place. Great quantities of 
water were thrown into the fire aud In 
a little over an hour it was out. 


Quartermaster Sidney D. Harvey of 


tbe Artillery Company was badly In- 
jured by falling slate from tbe roof. He 
was standing iu the court way at the 
south in company 
with 
Captain 


King, when a slate struck him across 
tbe face, fracturing bis nose and badly 
lacerating the cheek. He was dazed for 
a time aud taken in the ambulance to 
have his Injuries dressed, aud then wa* 
removed to his home. Tbe passage- 
way bad just beeu ordered cleared by 
Chief Kirwin aud Officer McCormick 
bad notified all to remove from the place 
of danger. Oscar E. Peabody and 
Charles Palmer were also cut by falling 
slate, and bad to have their injuries 
dressed. 


The cause of the fire is attributed to 


electric wires. It seemed to have started 
near where the wires enter tbe building 
ou tbe west end aud there was nothing 
else to which to attribute It. There was 
an Insurance of 93000 ou the building 
which will cover tbe damage, but tbe 
contents were uot insured. Tbe great- 
est damage was doue iu tbe uniform 
room where the spare uniforms were 
kept. 


The members of tbe Company were 


on baud early, ready to remove what- 
ever they could.

The firemen working on the roof tore 
ofl the slates and then washed them 
down with hose BO that they went 
through the air with force enough to 
kill a man.

People usually imagine that their 


bones are of solid mineral construc- 
tion, without any feeling in them. As 
a matter of fact, there are blood ves- 
sels and nerves inside the bones just 
as there are outside. During auiputa- 
•tiou of a limb much more pain Is felt 
when the bone is attacked than whei| 
the flesh is being cut through. Through 
the marrow which is inside the bones 
run the nerves and blood vessels, en- 
tering the bones from the flesh without 
by little holes. Nature adapts the bony 
structure of various aultnais to their 
habits In a very interesting manner. 
Sluggish creatures, like the sloth, have 
solid bones, whereas the bones of the 
deer and the antelope are comparative- 
ly light, so that they may run fast, and 
the leg bones of the ostrich are hollow. 
You will find In the bones of any skel- 
eton the application of mechanical 
principles which have only become 
known to man through the processe 
of laborious aud long considered In 
ventlon.

1770, two months before Ihe Coutiue.i- 
tal Congress issued its Declaration of 
Judependeuce, Ibe General Assembly 
of Rhode Island issued tlie following 
Act: - 


WIIKHKAS, in all states, existing by 


ciinipact, proiection und allegiance are 
reciprocal, ibe latter beinu only due in 
consequence ot the former; and, 


WHEKEAS, Geoige tbe Third, King 


of Great Biilain, furgeitiug his dignity, 
regardless of the compact most sol- 
emuly enlere'd into, ratified aud con- 
linutd to the inbauitai.ts of this Colony 
by bit* illustrious ancestors, and, till of 
late, fully recognized by hlui, and en- 
tirely departiug from tbe dntits and 
character of a good King, instead of 
protecting, Its endeavoring to destroy 
I he good peop'e of ibis C'olouy, aud of ' 
ull the United Colonies, by sending 
fleets and armies to America, to coulin- 
cate our property, and spread lire,,

San Francisco, April Z7.—Governor 


.Pardee visited San Francisco and at-' 
tended a conference of Major General 
Greely, Mayor Schmitz, Dr. Devine of 
the Red Cross, and members of tbe citi- 
iens' committee. 
Pardee brought up 


the request nt Schmitt and bis commit- 
tee for the withdrawal of the National 
Guard from San Francisco. 


Governor Pardee spoke highly In fa- 


ror of the National Guard and referred 
to the splendid service performed in 
the war with Spain. 
He said he re- 


garded tbe request for withdrawal as 
n reflection on a well organized and 
highly efficient body of men. The gov- 
ernor said' that he was indignant over 
the attitude taken against tie guard and 
tbe charges preferred against them. In 
fact, he said he was so indignant that 
he thought It best not to make any fur- 
ther remarks. 


Mayor Sehmitz immediately replied 


that he and his committee had not made 
any charges against the guard. On the 
contrary. Ihey had thanked the govern- 
or for tbe militia's services. If charges 
had been made they were by out- 
siders. 
The object In making the re- 


quest for the withdrawal of the troops 
was to concentrate the control of the 
cit.v in the federal troops and to pre- 
vent conflict of orders. 


General Greeiy said that PO far as he 


knew there was no conflict of authority, 
aad that as an United States army offi- 
cer he could not assume charge of the 
state militia. The mayor was the head 
of the city and he would continue to 
recognize the authority of the mayor 
in giving directions for the safety of the 
people. 


The state troops have not yet been 


withdrawn and the meeting adjourned 
without any announcement that, they 
would be. 


Tlirre was a long discussion over the 


advisability of starting a number of 
electric street railway lines. The com- 
mittee did not feel that all danger of 
lire from this source was passed, and 
the mayor appointed a committee to in- 
vestigate and report on the subject. 


Captain Pnyson of the water commit- 


tee reported that a number of the city's 
most important reservoirs hud been de- 
stroyed or much damaged and the wa- 
ter pipes were iu uo condition to meet 
tbe demand. There was no storage wa- 
ter for tire purposes and consequently 
no means of protection against tire if it 
should break out at. this time. 
The 


Spring Valley Water company's engi- 
neer expressed the opinion that it would 
be unwise to experiment with the elec- 
tric lines. 


Chairman Phelan of the finance com- 


mittee said that the plan for the hand- 
ling of the relief fund, as outlined in 
President Roosevelt's 
proclamation, 


was perfectly satisfactory to tbe finance 
committee. 
Governor Pardee turned 


over to him control of contributions that 
had been sent dally to the governor. 
General Funston also 
formally sur- 


rendered the $35,000 remaining unused 
of the $50.000 contributed by the Gug- 
genheim interests. Thus the control of 
the entire relief fund is now In the 
hands of the finance committee. 


General Greely announced that the 


army had taken over control of the re- 
lief stations for the distribution of food. 
Waste and "repeating" under the new 
system of distribution will be avoided. 
Greely said 'that he had divested him- 
self as far as possible of all depart- 
mental duties, which would continue in 
the hands of Funslon. and would de- 
vole'hlmself to the sanitation of the 
city, the nmismii relation of the army 
with thp city and to other special af- 
fairs. . 


Colonel Torney, who is in immediate 


command of sanitation, announced that 
the situation w:is encouraging.

Mine Workers Hake Another 


Move Toward Peace 


MAKE TWO PROPOSITIONS 


Both Ask Inrrpime of 


Over Present Si-air—WldowH, 
Orphans and Maimed Mrn Fill 
Anthracite Iteglon 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., April 27.—The an- 


thracite miners In districts oue, seven 
and nine, comprising the anthracite 
Held, will hold a convention at Scran- 
ton next Thursday to take action upon 
tht repl'y of the ot>erators, If any, to two 
propositions submitted to President 
Baer and his associates yesterday. 


The decision to call a convention was 


reached at a meeting of the general an- 
thracite scale committee here. 
The 


session was lengthy and, while those 
w,Uo participated were reticent, it is 
kijown that there was a wide divergence 
at,opinion as to the form of the propo- 
sition to be presented to the operators. 


President Mitchell last night made' 


public two propositions, together with 
a request for another joint conference, 
submitted by the miners' scale commit- 
tee to President Baer and his asso- 
ciates. The tirst proposition asks for an 
increase in wages ranging from 5 to IS 
percent, according to the wages now re- 
ceived. 
'The second proposition asks 


for an advance equal to 10 cents a ton 
upon the total production of coal, to be 
added to the wages of employes aud ap- 
portioned in such percentage as may be 
agreed upon. » 


The two propositions are addressed 


to George F. Baer and the committee 
of seven of the operators. In his letter 
Mitchell says: 


"In considering 
Hie advance pro- 


posed for contract workers, we request 
that you keep in mind the great hazard 
incident to their employment and the 
skill and experience required by thi: 
class of labor. In the year 1905 B44 fa 
tal 'accidents and more than 1200 non 
fatal accidents occurred In the unthrii 
'cite mines. Of the larger proportion o 
these accidents contract miners am 
their laborers were victims and 1005 
was not an exceptional year. 


"For decades these terrible rondl 


tlons have existed. Indeed, the whol< 
region 
Is' filled with widows anc 


orphans, with men maimed or sightless 
the Hospital and charitable institutions 
are overtaxed with the victims of miiK 
accidents. 
The support and mainteu 


ance of these unfortunates is borne in a 
large measure by those who depend up- 
on tbe mining industry for their livell 
hood. 


"Our committee will'await at Wllkes 


barre your reply to the propositions 
herein submitted. Or. if agreeable t 
you. we shall be pleased to meet you 
committee at any time aud place yoi 
may suggest."

When cut before 
being stitched the machine Mill drive 
the curved edges out of shape. Whale- 
bones, if required, must be covered sep- 
arately, and stitched iu so that they 
can easily be removed for washing. 
Hooks usually get broke iu lie wring- 
er, and ofteu turn rutty wbeu wet, 
producing marks of iron mould wher- 
ever they touch. 
Buttons are the 


• - best fastenings, but they'must come 


off before each washing, or they will 
get broken, and the sharp edge* will 
cut boles In the dress. 
lustead of 


Dewing ou the buttons as for a woolen 
drees, work an eyelet-hole where each 
button is to come. 
If the buttons 


have shanks, pass each elmuk through 
au eyelet-hole, thread a tape, through 
the cbanks i uslde the bodice, then put 
a few stitcbes above aud below -each 
button, fastening the tape to the bodice 
aud so preAenting the buttom from 
pulling the tape through the boles 
when the bodice is fastened. If (be 
buttons are of a bind without shank*, 
stitch them to thetapetbrougb the eye- 
let holes. 


Skirts should be made without a 


lining, and cut with a hem to turn up. 
At Ibe first time of washing this bem 
abould be unpicked and left loose to 
allow for shrinking. 
The raw edge 


should be ovtrcaoted, or turned dowu 
once and run along, to prevent fraying 
if the skirt should be dried lu the wind. 


. Let the bem be a deep one at first, as it 


will be less afterwards. Instead of 
belting a strip of tbe print should be 
used for a waistband. The very light- 
fitting styles are not suitable for wash- 
ing skirts; -In these there should always 
be some pleats or gathers at the waist, 
aud (beside placquet will get stretched 
•quite out of shape in washing. Tbe 
seams of washing dresses must be fin- 
ished very neatly. Oue method is to 
"Wwhat is called the French seatu. 
For tbis tbe edges of the two pieces are 
placed together aud machined or ran 
close to tbe edge, tbe right side of 
both pieces being outside, then tbe 
seam Is turued aud a second line of 
stltcbiug doue ou the wrong side, so 
leaving no raw edges. Another way- 
is to stitch tbe seam with tbe cut 
edge a little below the selvedge, then 
to turn the selvedge over the raw 
edge, aud hem it, keepiug the hem- 
ming 
inside the machine stichiug. 


Both these methods are suitable for 
thin, flue materials, but In a firm print 
or linen such seams are thick wbeu 
turued up in the hem, as they cannot 
be opened and pressed flat. An open 
Beam may have Its raw edge turued 
over aud run (upon itself, not through 
the skirt,) or neatly overcasted. 


Let the machine stitch have a rather 


loose tension, because the cotton usu- 
ally shrinks iu washing, and the seams 
will wrinkle if the cotton is too tight. 
When colors begin to riin in washing 
add some bait to the rinsing water. 
For prints with a black ground, use 
plenty of blue in rinsing, to counteract 
the tendency of black cotton goods to 
turn brown. Make loops and hungers 
of tape. 
Gathered frills cut on Hie 


cross are more suitable to trim washing 
dresses than flat pleatinge; they are 
belter both for drying and for ironing. 
Much English embroidery will he used 
during the coming season to trim cot- 
ton dresses. It is the kind of work 
our mothers used to do, sometimes sar- 
castically described as "making holes 
and sewing them up again." Strips 
cut the selvedge way are scalloped and 
button-holed, and 
a small 
pattern 


worked lu each scallop. 
Sometimes 


the pattern Is a bole or group of holes 
to form a star or diamond; sometimes 
it is a raised snot or group of spots; 
sometimes a combination of holes and 
spots, such as a flower made in tbe 
open work, with leaves aud slem of 
the close btilch. Worked iu soft white 
cotton on pale pink, blue, or green, tbis 
trimming is very effective, and is well 
Wluiu the scope of the home worker. 


Patterns can be bought to iron off for 


broad or narrow edges; also for collars 
large ami small, though any one with a 
little ingenuity can make her own 
scallops by penciling round a penny or 
a shilling, according to the size pre- 
ferred; aud a spot iu each scallop is 
easily managed. Another trimming for 
washing blouses Is in crochet. Sets are 
shown for neck, wrists and front, as 
well as mote elaborate pieces to form 
collars, revere, etc. 
The advantage of 


these trimmings is that they go with 
Buy blouse, and as good crochet is 
strong they can. be "transplanted" 
from one blouse to another. If worked 
In white cotlou at first they can be 
tinted ivory or ecru later. Some are in 
fine style known as Teuerifle work; 
others are thick, resembling Irish cro- 
chet. A simple set, within the compass 
of the home-worker.is of wheels, a long 
row down Ihe front pleal,wlth a shorter 
row from shoulder to bust ou each side; 
wheels may be of one sine, or large uear 
the neck aud going smaller downwards. 
Similar wheels or stars go round the 
collar. Several rows form a deep cull" 
or a single row may Unish the wrist as 
preferred. For those who can under- 
take ulore ambitious tilings there are 
designs provided In many of the fash- 
ion journals, and as these trimmings 
take some lime to work they muy be 
put in hand now before the actual 
blouse-making begins.—E. J. U., in 
Farm and Home.
